To Begin in Earnest 
on Mayl. 


ARMIES MASSED. 


Allied . Rebel -Forces, 500,000 
Strong, Sent to Yellow River. 


Canton, Lust Night. , 
Over 100,000 National, forces have 
assembled along the Ping-Han linc 


awhere the defensive work has been 


completed. Immediately after the 
troop inspection by Prestdent 
Chiang, hostilities wil! begin, pro- 
bably on. May 1. 

The Central authorjties instructed 
the Chinese Navigation Company In 
Shanghai on April 24 to provide 10 
vessels for the transportation of 
troops to Hankow which work fs to 
be completed before April 29. - 

Allied Forces. 

With a view to concentrating the 
entire military . forces under one 
supreme command, Yen Hal-shan 
hos given written authoritics to 
Generals Sun Tsu, Chuo Ching-shou, 
Yang Hou-au, Kwan Fu-qn and Liu 
Mou-yen ut the different fronts, and 
Fu Tao-yi and Li Sang-ta on the 
Tsin-Pu Line that they are to obey 
all orders Sssucd by Feng Yu-hslang. 

Six armies of Shans! infantry and 
four divisions of cavalry under the 
command of Feng Yu-halang have 
already been transported to the 
Yellow River. The allied forces are 
estimated to be ubout 600,000 
strong, and it Ja gencrally surmised 
that war on na magnitude gronter 
than any other wars during the Re- 
publle regime will begin in tho early 
part of May. 

Yen's Manifesto. 

Yen Hot-shan Js roported to have 
recontly addressed a manifesto to 
the Diplomatic Corp, announcing 
that he fs co-operating . with Feng 
Yu-hsiang, with whom he has the 
closest understanding and sympathy 
for cach other’s motives, and that ho 
and Feng are as brothors and will 
stand or fall together... The manl- 
feato further states that Yen himeclf 
Is confident In the succossful issue 
of tho allled Htary affairs, for 
which the Tay. lenders are willing 
to sacrifice their personal intoresta.

CANTON CUSTOMS. 


Smuggling of Dutiable 
_ Goods. 


HONG KONG PASSENGERS. 
Canton, Yestorday. 

It 1s reported that there will 
shortly be enforeed a regulation 
which will facilitate the landing of 
Hong Kong passongers nt the 
wharves, Ina letter to the Burenu 
of Publie Safety, Mr. Yang Kwel- 
thing, Commissioner of Customs, 
enumerated the, present conges- 
tlon at the wharves, due to the lack 
of faeilities and control by the Cus- 
toma and the Police. 

With the co-operation of the 
Police Forée, the Commissioner de- 
sires to prevent all bontmen, coolics 
and outsiders to board an incoming 
sienmer before the passengers have 
disembarked. 

At present there are 10 officers 
detailed to ~ each incoming boat, 
four being posted on the lower deck; 
two on the upper deck; three ta 
inspect the luggages; and one to 
coltect the money on dutiable goods. 

Smuggling. 

It is desired to close the four 
exits on the lower deck. This will 
prevent the smuggling of dutinble 
goods from the boat Into sampuns, 
and also will relieve the four 
officers posted at this part of the 
bout for other duties. Where only 
one gute is opened as at present, it 
would be possible then to open two 
gates and if the steamship com- 
panies are instructed to add a fow 
more tables for the inspection of 
lugyages the present congestion 
would be greatly relieved. Passen- 
yers will be able to leave the bont 
much quicker, lugynges would be 
inspected by more oflicials and no 
undesirable bad characters, such as 
pickpockets, could intermingle with 
the passengers. It is hoped that 
this regulntion will be carried.— 
Cunton News Agency. 


RICE MARKET. 


Export Prohibited from 
Wuhu. 


FAILURE OF 1929 CROP. 

. ‘ Wuhu, Chekiang. 
It ig reported that as the result 
of the Increase in the price of rice 
the inhabitants of Chekiang have 
formed n People’s’ Food Maintenance 
Association at Wuhu, which has 
prohibited the export of rice from 
the province and = the — ac- 
cumulating of more than 60 
shik (about 66  cattles to 


‘a shik) of rice by any dealer at 


any time. If this is put into 
practice, the effect on the oval 
murket would be very considerable 
as Chekiang ix the only province in 
China’ from which Canton Imports 
this. staple ‘food, besides Siam, 
Annum and Indo-China. 
Marked Incrense. 
Wuchow, West River Area.. 

There has been a marked inerease 
in the rice market in the West River 
Districts due to the influence 
exerted by outside buyers at Wu- 
chow, the port of the West River 
Area. As a congequenee, the price 
of rice hus been rajsed from $11 per 
100 catties to $13 within the last 10 
days. : 
Fatyhan Districts. 

Due to the failure of this year's 
crop, and the high price of gold, 
there has been hardly any import of 
foreign rice, and as the reserve from 
lust year’s crop begins to diminish, 
the price of rice has leaped to $8 
and $8.80 per ahik for A and B 
classes and inferior grades to almost 
$8 per shik (approximately 65 
calties). The poorer people are 
now resorting to bread and flour ag 
substitutes for their usual staple 
food.—-Canton News Agency.

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JAPAN AND CHINA. 


Agreement on Customs 
Duties. 


SPEECH IN THE DIET. ~ 

Baron Shidchara, the Minister for 
Forelgn — Affuirs, delivered — the 
following specch In the Dict yeuter- 
day:—- f 

Betweon Japan and Ching, an 
agreement relating to the customs 
duties is now rendy for signature. 
Its matn features are the recogni- 
thon by Japan of Chinn's tart nu- 
tonomy and the reciprocal under- 
taking on tariff fer number and 
commodities. ' 

Concorning the customs autononly 
of China, a resolution for its re- 
cognition in principle was adopted 
by a special committce at Peking 
Tariff Conference, 1926. It Is a 
matter of common knowledge that 
Japanese representatives to the con- 
ference played a role of signal im- 
portance in accuring the passage of 
thal resolution. Owing to the 
threatening development of domestic 
warfare in China, the Peling con- 
ference was brought to a close with- 
out any definite result being attain- 
ed, Subsequently, however, customs 
agreements have been concluded, Jn 
succession, by various power with 
China. With conclusion of similar 
agreement between Japan and 
Chins, now awaiting algnature, 
foymal recognition of China’s cus- 
toms autonomy by all nations con- 
cerned will have become complete. 
Nothing is more gratifying to us 
than to witness such a notable 
achievement on the part of that 
neighbouring nation. At the same 
time, a measure of responsibility 
must be Involved in any right. The 
relinguishment by powers of treaty 
that guarantees which are of great 
material value to them and which 
they have so lone enjoyed, rests on 
the implicit belic? that China will 
not moke-use of-her new position to 
modify her customs tariff! in such 
n way as to hamper or to destroy 
her foreign trade. I feel confident 
that China will live up to her moral 
responsibility and prove herself ta 
be equal to the trust thus placed in 
her by the powers. 

Stability Desired. 

The proposed agreement with 
China also provides for reciprocal 
enyayements' to maintain specified 
rutes of duty upon number of com- 
modities for a certain period. What 
we naturally desire fs the stability 
of our trade -with Chinn, We can- 
not be expected to remnin indiffer- 
ent to frequent and radical changes 
in Chinese tariff. China, on her 
part, finds it equaily important to 
secure the market in Japan for cer- 
tain classes of. Chinese manufac- 
tures. These mutual desires have 
given rise to scheme of reciprocal 
undertakings in regard to the cas- 
toms tariffs. The arrangement 
marks a step towards the full real- 
isation of principle of solidnrity 
between Japan and China, and it is 
but the natural outcome of specially 
close economic relutions existing be- 
tween the two nations. Needless to 
say, that it does not in any way in- 
fringe upon customs autonomy of 
either nation. 
ia nothing more than normal exer- 
cise of state sovereignty. © 

We further propose, in’ accord- 
ance with our settled policy to pro- 
ceed to the discussion with, Chinese 
Government of other provisions to 
be incorporated in the new com- 
mercial treaty besides those which 
relute to customs duties. 

It is sincerely hoped that through 
the mutual appreciation by each ma- 
tion of just and reasonable position 
of the other, satisfactory  pro- 
gress will be assured for these nego- 
tiations. 

Accusations Preposterous, 

It appears that, recently, along 
with reappearance of signs of un- 
rest. on the  politieal horizon 
in China, a section of the 
Press in that country has 
been dissominating the reports 
suggeating that we had a hand in 
bringing about that turn of events 
and were engnged In the prosecu- 
tlon of unworthy designs. Such 
aceusntions are too preposterous 
to call for any deninl It can- 
not be necessary to reaffirm 
our known policy of falr and square 
doaling in-€hina.

Eradication of Malaria. 


ITH the arrival in the Colony of Dr. Jackson, late -Health 

Officer for Pahang, Federated Malay States, and an Indian 
doctor as Malariologist and Assistant Malariologist, respectively, 
there are hopes of the Government beginning forthwith an intensive 
campaign having as its object the eradication of malaria fever in the 
Colony. ‘ 

In this connection it may be recalled that the Colonial Secretary 
in introducing the Budget in September last, admitted that as re- 
gards ‘the prevention of disease the Government had been Jax in the 
pust, but with the provision of salaries in the 1930 Estimates for 
the two Malariologists mentioned it was trusted that work would 
be commenced both on rural sanitation and the prevention of malaria. 

It was then also stated by the Director of Medical and Sanitary 
Services that these two officers will. form the nucleus of an anti- 
malaria organisation which will be built up from local material and 
which wilt investigate, advise, and in some cases. execute the méa- 
sures necessaty. for anopheles eradication. The observations so far 
made appear to indicate that the problems here are very much the 
same as those in the Federated Malay States, and “there is every 
reason to believe that the measures which have proved effective 
there will be successful here.” 

The Colony has had to wait six months before the actual arrival 
of the Malariologist and Assistant Malariologist, but if, as there is 
no reason to doubt, we have now secured the services of men who 
have been trained at the feet of our present Director of Medical 
and Sanitary Services, thoso critics who animadvert on the system 
of appointing highly paid Government officers. outside the Colony 
are likely to be speedily confounded. It is no fault of the present 
Dircetor and his staff that the vital work of prevention of malaria 
has been so long delayed, forcing a recent Medical Officer of Health 
to ejaculate that all that the Government appeared able to do was 
to produce a “formidable array” of slatistica of deaths from malaria 
in the annual reports of the Medical Department. Not the slightest 
effort has been made until now to attempt the trnining of a local 


anti-malaria organisation. That shall now bo changed. There is a 
tremendous leeway to make up. This Colony is about two decades 


|behind British Malaya, although, as Dr. Wellington has pointed out, 


the problems hero are very much the. same. 

“Those who do not live in mosquito-ridden ‘areas of the Colony 
eannot be expected to get red-hot with enthusiasm over the prospects 
of an intensive anti-malaria campaign, but, in the public interest, 
it is desirable that they do more than offer merely destructive 
criticism. ‘To question the cost of a scheme is to exhibit a sad 
ignorance of the whole problem of malaria. No sum, however secm- 
ingly great, can be regarded ag pvohibitive if it han as its objective 
the eradication of mosquitoes—and, therefore, of malaria fover— 
in the Colony. Vital questions of public health cannot be argued 
on the acndemic basis of Votes in the annual Estimates. : 

What {s really desired is: the co-operation of the ontiro com- 
munity in the work to which the Director of Medieat and Sanitary 
Services has set his hand-~a work which, with the assist- 
ance of tho new Malarlologlat and Assistant Malarlologiat 
it {s {imperntive to continue to s succcesful issue. Malaria 
can be eliminated, aa has beon abundantly proved at Port 
Swettenham and Panama. The blot on tho fafr namo of Hong Kong 
must bo removed. Wo have now the men tind we have tho moncy, 
and nll that in asked of tho public ts co-operation as opposed to 
mere obstruction. .

" SPORTING OF FURS. 


Now {s the time to discurd furs, 
and pack them away for the Sum 
mer months. Before storing them, 
however, they should bo thoroughly 
cleaned and every precaution taken 
to prevent moths getting at them, 
White furs may be readily cleaned 
with calcined magnesin. Place the 
fur on a table which has been 
covered with a shect, and sprinkle 
with the powdered'magnesia, Rub 
“gently with o piece of flannel until 
the fur is clean, taking care to rub 
the way of the fur. Next give a 
thorough shaking to remove the 
powder, and finally rub with a dry, 
soft cloth. 

Grey furs are best cleaned wilh 
fig dust, which is obtained from 
most produce merchants. Use the 
fig duat in the same manner as the 
enleined magnesia, remembering to 
take a fresh supply ag soon as it 
becomes dirty. Complete the pro- 
cess by tapping the fur lightly on 
the wrong side until every trace of 
the powder Is removed. In the case 
of brown or black fur the trent- 
ment is slightly different, Take a 
Mttle bran and place it on a tin 
tray in the oven. When {t ja warm 
rub it well into the surface of the 
fur with a soft clean-cloth or piece 
of flannel. Then remove the tiny 
particles of husk by brushing gently 
with a soft brush. 

Whon the furs are quite clean 
they may le stored in tho follow- 
ing manner: Roll them carefully 
in tinen or thick brown paper, with 
a gooll supply of chyenno pepper or 
naphthaline ‘between the folds, and 
pack them into an alr-tight box. 
It Is a good pian fo send valuable 
furs to a shop to be taken care of 
in cold storage. They ore then ab- 
aolutely snfo, as they are kept nt a 
temperature too cold for a moth to 
live in.

POINTS TO REMEMBER, ° 


By the courtesy of the Hony 
Kong Telophone Company ‘a re- 
presentativa of the Suaday Herald 
was yesiovday ogeven on dee 
monatration of the operation of the 
new automatle call system, which 
is to come into effect from midnight, 
Saturday May 3. 

Although by dint of  dillgent 
perusal of the Instructions contain- 
od in the Telephone Book our ve- 
porter had arrived at a nodding ac- 
quaintance with — the “dialling” 
method, he found it even slmpler to 
vomprehend when he was allowed to 
make one or two calla for himself 
wpon Instruments in the Company's 
office, What struck him In particu. 
lnr was the clarity of the various 
tones, which can be Instantly re-+ 
cognised. ‘ 

The only advice to be given to the 
general public in this connection Js 
to attend at the Telephone Com- 
pany'’a office, and “listen-in' on 
n demonatration model for them 
eelves. It is not easy adequately to 
deneribe the netual tones in print, 
put once they have been actually 
heard they enn scureely fall to be 
retained in the memory. 

"What To Listen For. 

It cnnnot be tvo strongly em- 
phasised, first of all, that before 
attempting to make 1 call, the re- 
coiver must be fled from the hook, 
Otherwise It Is Impossible to dial 
any number. The first “tone” to 
be heard after Hfting the recelver 
is the “dialling tone,” which may 
ve deseribed as a continuous pur- 
ring sound, It .corresponds, in 
fact, to the “Number Please” call of 
the operator on the manual system, 
The eall should then be made by 
dinlling the number required, This 
operation is Iuctdly described in the 
Directory, and for the benefit of our 
readers the method is indiented in 
the abridged instructions reproduc- 
ed below, which incidentally, ean 
be’ clipped out and put in a handy 
position nenr the’ telephone if 
desired. 

Not Difficult. 

After dinlling, three tones may 
poasibly be obtained. The “ring- 
ing tone” indicates that the con- 
nection {3 made, The “number en- 
gaged” tone, which is distinctly 
different, shows that the line is 
engaged, and should be a signal 
to put bnek the receiver, and call 
again after a few moments, — If 
for any'reason the number called 
is not available, a continuous 
“tone,” something like a long whis- 
tle, will be heard. This means, in 
effect, that the number {fs either 
not in-service or Is out of order.

Newstead Athey,” the ancestral 
home of the poct Byron, which has 
jusl been bought for the Nation by 
Sir Julfen Cahn, stands on the edge 
of Sherwood Forest in Nottingham- 
wlire, Ik was built dn 1170 by 
Henry IL as “an asl of explation” 
tor the murder of ‘Thomas a Becket, 
and ovlginally betonged to the Black 
Friars, The Abbey cane, into the 
dands of tho Byron Gunily in 1640, 
and the poot Mveid there at various 
timen until 1818, when he sold the 
place for £92,000 to clear himself of 
dolt, In the grounds fa an onlt 
which Byron planted in 1798, mnd o 
monument to hin favourite dog, 
Boatswain, In 1808, after leaving 
Cambridge, Byron established him- 
self at Nowaslend, and it was here 
that many of his carly pocms were 
written. Ho took as his bedroom 
the Prior's Parlour and this atl 
contains the four-poster bedstead 
and the chintz curtains that were 
there jn the poet's time. 

People still affect to shudder at 
the “orgies” that. Byron and his 
friends carried on at Newstead, 
though probably they were nothing 
but the jovial carouslags of young 
bloods at play. Certainly they on- 
joyed dressing up as monks, and on 
one occasion Byron disintorred the 
hull of a monk from the cloister 
und had it mounted as a drinking 
cup. ‘fhis horrid inault has deen 
dally avenged, however, for cover 
sieve chen that skull-cup has been 
made the focus of all the Newstead 
curses and tragedies, and has been 
hetd responsible for numbers of 
sudden deaths. 

Certainly recent owners of the 
Abbey have not been fortunate, Of 
the Webb family, who ewned the 
phice for three-quarters of ao cen- 
tury, three daughters and one gon 
inherited Newstead in turn, The 


‘two elder yony met violent deaths, 


and the eldest’ daughter, Mrs. 
Fraser, burned the (ital cup avith 
hier own hands in a secret place 
known only Ww heraclf, 80 that it 
might work no more harm. 

Il fs interesting to note that while 
Newstead hag been bought for the 
Nation, Byron's house in Albemarle 
Street has been converted Into an 
office, The actual, room where the 
poct first met Seott contains a num- 
ber of treasures, Among them is a 
sereen which Byron made himself. 
1 Is covered with newspaper cut- 
tingas of nebressesd and pugilists and 
has on it a photograph of the poet’s 
Doxinge master, ‘Gentleman Jackson. 
The waisteont and gloves which 
syrun wore on his wedding day are 
alto preserved in this room, and 
over the mantelpiece fs a> very 
charneleristic portrait of him, 
painted in 1814. .

ft is learned that offern are In- 
yited for tha purchase of the 
wrouk of the Mifated a8, Braa- 
land, thé Norwegian veasol which 
went aground on tho Bomhuy 
Reef, Prracols, early.on the morn- 
‘ing of January 29.

Obtaining Best Form of | Formation of ‘Sports Why. It Will Always Be 


Driving Light. 


Motor car head lamps and the 
Iyht they give ‘are subjects that 
shave always held a particular Inter- 
est for me, because. | regularly per- 
form n faly amount of night driving 
in country districts, and have fallen 
into the hablt of taking special 
notice of tho different types of 
lamps that come my way. At the 
momont I am thinking, not of the 
dazzle problem, but solely of lightly 
eiclency. Whenever I take over a 
new car I find that trial and error 
adjustments of the lamps have to ba 
attempted many times over different 
roads at night before the best results 
are pecured. f 

As most experienced night drivers 
know, there Is a tremendous lot in 
yetling head lamps really well 
focused, nnd also ia setting tho 
direction of the beams.to the best 
advantage, writes Montague Tombs 
in The Autocar. The ultimate aim 
js to obtain a form of light that 
suits a particular driver's eycalyht, 
and his method of driving, Adjust. 
ment takes time because it has to be 
made first on familiar roads, both 
broad and narrow, checked again 
over unfamiliar roads, und, finally, 
checked once more to secure the best 
averae result for dry nights and 
-ntsa Cor black nights heavy with 
rain, Lastly, the beat light is that 
which tires the eyes lenst over a 
really long journey. 

It Is my experience that the ideal 
light Js the smoothest light, that 
Which gives an even spread, and the 
‘ Introduction of proper diffuser glass 
fronts for Inmps a year or two aro 
helped, a geat deal Curlously 
enough, the smoothest light very 
often seems at first to the driver to 
be relatively dull, but he soon dis. 
covers that he can drive fast behind 
it, That is why adjustment is dilli- 
cult. What appears to be a good 
penetrating light awhen one is stand- 
ing heside nv stationary car may 
prove to be a trying Hight to drive 
by. 

One of the greatest diMiculties Is 
that a ear in motion sways and 
pitehes on its snrings in accordance 
with the trrestlavities of the road 
surface, For this reason head 
lamps whieh throw a sharply defined 
central beam are not always desir. 
able, for if the limp moves an inch 
the beam may dance up and down 
and round about over an area of 
yards on the distant hedge sides and 
tree tops, nnd cause a flickering that 
is very trying to the eyes after n 
time, : 

A Smooth and Wide Ficld of Light. 

Head lamps have to be suited to 
the car. All exceptionally well 
sprung vehicle which ix particularly 
ateady can carry lamps with a nar- 
row long-distance beam, but a little 
ear that bounces needs na very 
smooth and wide field of Heht, so 
that flickering is reduced to a 
minimum. These are very true 
facts, : 

Recently 1 fitted a amall and 
rather fast car with some pet head 
Jamps which throw a nzurrow, pene 
trating, but smooth, beam, for I 
thought that it would be possible to 
[travel faster when deserted roads 
welcomed me. But those benms 
danced about so much that my eyes 
were strained, and jt was necessary 
to change over to normal Inmpa with 
n aoft, even spread. I could not see 
so far, but I could sce more clearly 
and with tess “sight-consclousness,” 
Sometimea I think that with this 
kind of light the faster youl go tho 
better you can see. Smooth light is 
deceptive. 

“In the matter’ of focusing head 
Inmp bulbs correctly there fa, not o 
groat deal of latitude with any given 
reflector, You must not push the 
bulb so far in that a black spot ap- 


pears In the contre of the field when:

Experiment Well Worth While, 

l try to act my left-hand lamp on 
the wide beam side, and the right 
team more narrow and penctrating. 
then when setting the position of

Incidentally, the 
worst part of writing: about head 
lamp adjustment is the difficulty of 
iluatrating one's Yemarks, but any- 
one attempting to make these ad- 
justmenta will soon realise what is 
meant after making a little practical 
trial. Experiment is well worth the 
making, for a. short-sighted driver 
needs quite diferent lamp settling 
from that suitable for long sight. 

From contemplntion of head Jamp 
adjustments made by other people 1 
conclude that I set my beams higher 
than most. 1 ike a high head lamp, 
and 1 do not like a “splurge” of 
bright light on the road surface 
directly in front of the ear; it Is 
trying to the cyes, especially on dry, 
white roads, and is opposed, to the 
ideal of'a smooth light. In daylight 
driving one does not stare at the 
rond shrface, but over it. So at 
night with a beam fairly well up one 
seey over the road surface and not 
on to it Admittedly, there are 
times of cloudburst and intense 
darkness when a more declining 
beam is better. 

Normally the fairly high beam 
sotting helps to pick .up cottage 
roofs, trea branches, and hedge tops, 
and these landmarks are of great 
use when finding a way over un- 
known territory, as well as on 
familiar ‘ ground. .Only the other 
day I was) driving behind some 
rather low-pitehed head lamp beams 
and I actually lost my way two or 
three times over a hundred miles 
route that ] know pretty well. 

Normul Adjustment and Dazzle. 

Once more J ought to mention 
that dazzle is not under considera- 
tion at. the moment, but $f, one’s 
Inmps are fitted with "“dip-and- 
awitch,” and one uses the control 
with consideration for others, the 
normal adjustment of the lamps os 
rogards dazzle does not matter 
much. . 

Sometimes people are heard to say 
that they cannot” sce well when 
“dipped and switched,” but if this 
be the case, it is obvious that the 
left-hand Iamp js painting too much 
to the left and too far down. 

But thore ja 1 lot of Interest, 
and eventual benefit to be obtaincd

TYRE COMPANIES. 


Smaller Units Likely to 
Disappear. 


Of the Amorican ‘Industries, the 
one which seems ta have every cone 
dition In its favour, but which, as a 
matter of fact, hus beon the most 
erratle and unsatisfactory, {a pro- 
bably the rubber tyre manufactur- 
ing industry, in the op{nion of Tho 
Financial News, which says that the 
American tyre companies have al- 
ternated botween Jarge carnings and 
equally large losses, and they are 
now facing a porlod of certain lean- 
ness. 

The grent bane of the industry 
fs the over-production which cons- 
stantly recurs, alwnys followed by 
nocrifico salen and losses. In o 
survery of the industry's produc- 
tivo capacity the Standard - Satis- 
ties Co, saya:— 

Grently Overbullt. 

“One of the principal reasons 
for the Industry’a failure to show 
sustained prosperity in tho fact 
that it Is tromondously ovorbullt, 
with capacity continuing to grow 
rather than contract. In aplte of 
the fact that only nbout 41 of tho 
106 casing manufacturing organi- 
sations in nctlve operation ofght 
years ago have survived, tho pro- 
sont production ‘capacity of tho 
trade amounts to’ RAomowhare be- 
tween 110 and 126 million tyros 
per annum, as contrasted with a 
probable 1950 demand for arcund 
11.6 millions, | Pa 

“In' addition to this enormous 
potential. output, thora aro at Ionut 


five other plans now {dle which 
could be brought into almost im- 
mediate operations, cach with a 
capacity for producing approxim- 
ately 6,000 tyres daily. The largor 
companies, morcover, are gradually 
expanding their facilities as they 
see possibilities here und there to 
inerease thelr sales at the expense 
of competitors. As far as ability 
tu produce {fs concernod, the’ five 
leading organisations In the in- 
duatry could furnish more casings 
rer year than the entire prospse- 
tive requirements for 1930.” 

Merger Outlousk Unfavourable. 

Opinion In America ts almost 
unanimous that somo of the weaker 
organisations will disappear from 
the industry. With tho leading 
; companies in a position to supply 
the entire demand, and with costly 
sles organisations which the 
smaller companies do not. possess, 
the usual merger process docs not 
seem likely. The smaller com- 
panies have nothing to offer in a 
merger proposition, except in a few 
Jimited cases, that would interest 
the dominant interests. 


The most interesting develop- 
ment in. the Industry in several 
months is the entry of the aggres- 
sive and successful Cyrus Eaton 
and Otis and Co. interests Into the 
control of the Goodyear Tyro ond 
Rubber Co. Goodyenr is the larg- 
est rubber enterprise’ fn the 
world, and, in addition to its 
tapacity for manufacturing 100,000 
tyres and tubes and 400,000 rub- 
ber heels daily, it manufactures a 
wide line of other rubber products, 


Goodyear and Senrs, Roebuck. 

Goodyear supplies all the re- 
quiroments of Scars, .Rdécbuck and 
Co,, who have bullt up a huge mall 
order business in motor car tyres. 
It 1s also the dominant factor [n 
the  <Amorican..—Mghter-than-atr 
craft manufacturing Industry. 
Rumoura ‘are again heard that 
Goodyear will take over the Selbor- 
ling Rubber Co., which Is ono of 
the lending unita among the amall- 
er companies, 
" Next to Goodyear, the other 
dominnnt unita In the induatry are 
Firestone Tyre and = Rubbor Ca., 
General Tyre and Rubber Co, BF.

The company owns large rubber 
plantations and is now producing 
about one-third of its raw material 
requirements from its own estates, 
Jf a super-company should be 
formed In an effort to rohabilitate 
the Industry, as fa persistently ru- 
moured, it is practically certain 
that United States Rubber would 
have to be a part of It. 

The immediate outlook for alt 
the companies is n thin one, In’ 
1929 about 71 million casings were 
made, and this year production is‘ 
expected on about the same level. 
However, the expected drop in 
motor-car production of one mil- 
Ifon vehicles means 4,000,000 fewer 
tyres required for orlginal equip- 
ment. There is somo reason to be- 
Neve that replacement demand will 
take up this slack, 

Selling Below Cost, 

Competition between the com- 
punics {s terrific, and it Is widely 
believed in the trado that tn their 
efforts to secure contracts for orl- 
ginal equipment from  motor-car 
manufacturers, some rubber tyre 
makers have sold thelr product at 
‘lees than cost. The somowhat 
doubtful argument fs advanced 
that this loss fs recouped through 
the advertising value of having the 
company’s tyres on motor-cars 
shown at motor shows and: in tha 
salesrooms of dealcrst 

Somo companies havo found It : 
necessary to finanee tyro dealora in 
varfous .parts of the country in 
order to provide a channel by which 
their product can be made available 
to the motoring public. Tho only 
redult of this expedient seems to bo 
to tle up) capital in unproductive

WOMAN SMUGGLER, 


South American Fined 
$1,000 on Opium Charge. 


MAGISTRATE DECEIVED. 


Ramona Yivax, the South Ameri- 
enn woman who was arrested by 
Revenue Ollicers on April 18 on her 
aryival fron Maeno on the 8.8, 
Sui An, was yesterday convicted by 
Mr. RK. OE, Lindsell tor tne aniawtue 
possession of 126 tuels of prepared 
vpium and med 92,000, or three 
months’ hard iabour in default. 

Mr, 1.C.E. Rendall, in his sub- 
mission tor the defence, asked his 
Worship to treat the cage similarly 
with that of the Singapore J.P,, sub- 
mitting vat the woman's story that 
the bunket cuntaining the opium 
was given to her by 1 Chinese to 
carry ayhore as a tavour to him, a3 
he had several other bundles to 
handle, wad a reasonable one. , ‘The 
woman, he said, would not be such 
a fool as’ knowingly to carry the 
contraband ashore the way she did 
and run the risk of arrest. 

Doliberate Lic. 

The Magistrate decided to convict 
on the ground that the accused had 
deliberately Hed to him when she 
swore that she did not speak or 
understand Chinese. That very 
morning he had seén the woman In 
the dock amongst the Chinese pri- 
soners and, us he did nol like that, 
he had ordered her to be tnken out. 
As she was being let out of the dock, 
by the Chincse Court constable, ho 
(the Magistrate) distinctly heard 
her speak Chinese Lo the constable, 
inquiring where she was being tuken 
to. 

“The comparatively light fine was 
imposed in view of the statement of 
iMr. L. RR. Andrewes, Assistant 
Crown Solicitor, that the Superin- 
tendent of Imports and Exports 
was not pressing for a heavy 
penalty.

GAMBLING SCHOOLS. 


Watchman Stabbed with 
Blade of Scissors. 


INTERFERENCE JUSTIFIED. 


Fines aud compensation amount- 
ing to $20, with the alternative of 
four weeks’ hard labour, was im. 
posed on a Chinese bricklayer. of 
the Hop Yiek & Cox, building con- 
tractors, I'cking Road, at the Kow- 
loon Mnyistracy yesterday, for 
aysnulting two men, of the game 
concern. 

Detective-Sergeant Humphreys 
stated that the owner of the Hop 
Yick Co, who are building new 
flats opposite the Star Theatre, 
gave strict orders to the first com- 
plninant, (a watchman) to stop 
all “fan tan” schools, if he found 
any, So, acting on his master’s 
instructions the watchman found 
the defendant running a school, 
and interfered with a view to stop- 
ping it. : . 

The “runner” evidently objected 
and he got hold of the half-blade of 
n pair of scissors and Jabbed it into 
the watchman’s right wrist, causing 
a deep cut. . 

The watchman called for help and 
the second complainant (a cook) 
ran to his asaistance, but he also 
was hurt, being cut in the fore- 
head. | 

Sorgt. Humphreys, speaking in 
regard to a bump on the defendant's 
right check, safd that when he went 
to see what all the trouble was about, 
he, found the defendant lying in a, 
henp of sand, and Jt was quite cer- 
tain that he did fall from the scnf- 
folding on the first floor level where 
the gambling school originated. 

His Worship said that even. if, 
as the defendant alleged, the com- 
plainants hit first, they had evory 
right to do so, especially in the 
case of the watchman, whose «uty 
it was to stop “gambling achoola.”

HARBOURING A GIRL. 


Persuaded to Become a 
Concubine. — 


A SAD HUT COMMON TALE, 

A Chinese named Wong Tak-sing 
was yeaterday charged before Mr. 
A.W, Gi. IL Grantham on two counts 
under the Protection of Women and 
Girls! Ordinance, with harbouring at 
1, Ying Fung Lane, first-floor, a girl 
vinmed Nx Sal (17), , who had beon 
brought there by force or intimida- 
tion and also with receiving and hay: 
ing under hls control an unmarrled 
girl under the age of 21, without 
tho consent of her mother or omploy- 
er or jierson having tnwful controt 
of her. 


Mr. G. S. Hugh-Jones appeared for - 
the defence and sald that ho under- 
stood that the prosccution was going 
to withdraw the first charge, In which 
case hy would pleud “guilty” to the 
other, but he would Mike to address 
his Worshin on the elrcumstances In 
which the girl camo to tho accused's 
house. 


Inspector J. Murphy, of the 8.C.A., 
agreed to withdraw the first charges 
and In relating the facts of the caso 
sald that the glrl was.a mul toal in 
Canton, where sho beeamo acquaint. 
td with a woman who invited her to 
come to Hong Kong, promising to 
ndopt her as a daughter, Tho girl 
ugrecd and they arrived . in Hong 
Kong on April 16. Then the woman 
tuggested that tho girl should become 
a prostitute, but she refused. 

An Immoral Life. 

Failing to persunde the . girl to 
tend an immoral Ife, the woman took 
her+ to accused’s house and he con- 
sented to keep her. The girl, how- 
ever, objected to this arrangement. 
Then the man: offered to take her os 
his concubine, and to thin she cone 
sented. On information received the 
agcused’s house was rakled on April 
24 and the girl found there. 

The accused's version of the story, 
as presented by Mr. HughJones, was 
that the girl was firat brought to hia 
house as an bonrder, and a cubicle 
was rented for hor the rent of which 
was $4 per month, It was correct 
to say that a suggestion was made 
to the girl to become ao prostitute, 
tut this came from tho woman who 
bad taken her to accused’s house. 
When the girl objected to this, the 
mann offered to tnke her as his con- 
eubine, und she agreed. 

Usual Practice. 

Ax was usual with the practice of 
laking a concubine, the man promis- 
et to pay $200 for the girl, but he 
did not want to give the money to 
the woman, xo he wrote to the girly 
parents in) Canton, to an address 
whieh the girl gave to him. Unfor- 
tunately, the nddress which the girl 
had given was thot of her master 
nnd no reply was received, The ace 
cused was about to write another 
letter when the premises wero rald- 
ad, 

Mr. Hugh-Jones sald that in face 
of the Ordinnnce the oecused could 
not be guilty of anything other than 
receiving the girl, who was admitted- 
ly under the age of 21, without the 
permission of the person having con- 
trol aver her, but his actlon had been 
“above board" and he had made an 
effort to get Inte touch with that 
person, In the circumstances — his 
offence was a technienl ono and there 
was ne trafficking In the girl. 

Inspector Murphy pointed out’ that 
accused should havo communicated 
with the §.C.A, or tha Pollce as soon 
ag the girl was brought to his house.
